CENTRAL NEW HAMPSHIRE REGIONAL FLANNING COMMISSION 


The Central New Hampshire Regional Flanning Commission 
(CNHRFC) ais an association of municipalities in Central New 
Hampshire. Seventeen towns and the City of Concord are within 
Merrimack County and two towns are within Hillsborough County. 
Thirteen towns, the City of Concord and Merrimack County are 
members in fiscal year 1989. The Town of Fittsfield is not a 
member of the Commission. 


The CNHRFC is organized under RSA 362345-53, which states 
that the purpose of the Commission is to prepare a coordinated 
plan for the development of the region. The statute also enables 
us to assist communities with local planning activities. 


Three planners and one support person are currently employed 
by the CNHRFC. The staff prepares regional plans and provides 
professional planning assistance to member communities. 


In 1988 the Commission adopted the regional Housing and 
Community Development Flany the regional Septage Management Flan, 
the Initial Transportation Report, the Regional Frofiley the 
Transportation Facilities and Information Report, and the Guide 
to Municipal Flans and Regulations. The Guides contains models 
and outlines for mater plans, capital improvements plans, zoning 
ordinances, Subdivision regulations and site plan regulations. 
We had contracts to help six town with master plans aor land use 
regulations and helped communities write grant applications, 


Local water resource management and protection plans were «a 
new activity in 1988. We completed and received Office of State 
Flanning consistency approval on two plansy prepnred a complete 
draft of a third and started work on two more,

FIRE DEPARTMENT REFORT 


Turing 1988 the Fire Department responded to 317 cnllsy ao 
12% increase over 1987. 164 or 32% of these calls were for 
medical aid. A further breakdown of these calls is provided 
later in this report. 


Members spent many hours this year researching various 
builders of emergency vehicles and in accordance with the 
approval given at the 1988 Town Meeting have ordered o new rescue 
squad vehicle to be built by Wheeled Conch Industries. This 
vehicle is expected to be delivered early in 1989. 


Training occupied a great deal of time for many members of 
the department, including ao Fump Operators course 30 hoursy 
Radiological Monitoring 12 hours, Hazardous Materials 12 hoursy 
Kreathing Apparatus 146 hoursy EMT 160 hoursy Advanced First Aid 
60 hours, CPR 12 hours, to name a few. 


After much worky we have finally received approval from the 
Governors Energy Office for a matching funds grant for energy 
saving improvements for the Fire Station. The improvementsy 
which were recommended by an engineering study of the building 
include installation of insulated overhead doors, installation of 
storm windows and expansion of the oil-fired hot air heating 
system to areas of the building currently hented by electric 
heat. We have asked that the Town’s portion for this project, 
$6,600, be included in the 1989 budget. 


The availability of members who are in Town and can respond 
to calls during the day has renched a critical level, Members 
who were available during the day have movedy changed jobs out of 
Town or changed shifts. Since mid-Dlecember, we have no ane 


available on a daily basis to respond to medical aid calis. Help 
for a firey is nearly as lowe To alleviate this problem, we have 
requested that 2 full-time paid personnel for the Fire 


Department, be included in the 1989 budget. As well as providing 
for an emergency response, these peoples would also be available 
for the numerous non-emergency type requests which were received 
from the Town residents but just cannot find time to handle and 
such things as fire inspections, vehicle and equipment 
maintenance and testing, station maintenance, reports and record 
Keepingys smoke investigations, burn permits, etc. 


The members of the Fire Lepartment would like to thank the 
community for their support and interest they have shown and 
would like to offer our best wished to everyone that we have had 
the honor to serve, 


In closing, I’d like to thank the members of the Fire 
Tepartment for all their hard work and dedication through the 
year.

PITTSFIELD POLICE REPORT 


The Folice Department has experienced a dramatic increase an 
service demand over the past years Fopulation growth through 
developmenty economics, crime rate and State Law Mandates all 
contributes to the demands for service, 


The following indicates the increase in Department activity 
of 1988 versus 19873

The present manpower strength of your Folice Department 
(which consists of 3 Full-Time Officers and 3 Fart-Time Officers) 
provides you with daily officer availability of 17 hours. The 
remaining 7 hours are covered on a standby basis whereby an 
officer responds to calls for service from his/her home. Federal 
Figures suggest the national average ratio of number of Folice 
Officers per 1,000 population to be 2.4 { 1. This is for every 
1,000 population there should be 2.4 Full-Time Folice Officers. 
The Town of Fittsfield has 0.6 Full-Time Officers per 1,000 


population, It would take 3S Full-Time Officers to supply the 
Town of Fittsfield with 24 hour coverngey 7 days a week and ? 
Full-Time Officers to meet the needs of the citizens of 


Fittsfield based on Federonl guidelines. It should be noted that 
out of the 472 criminal reports taken by the Department aver the 
past yeary 42% or 192 Criminal Offenses were committed after the 
duty officer had secured for the night. 


However understaffed, a large effort was made during the 
summer months to have two mobile units as well as a walking 
patrol in the downtown aren. AS a result, we were anble to show a 
decrense in vandalismy (juvenile gatherings and domestic 
disturbances allowing the citizens of Fittsfield to be able to 
walk the streets after dark without being harassed, 


Through a donation by the Fittsfield Rotary Cluby the 
Department was able to purchase a Drug Identification Board and 
literature pertaining to [Irug and Alcohol Abuse. Fresently y» 
members of the Department give lectures aon this tapic as well as 
other topics to the school system and to organizations throughout 
the community. It is our intention to develop and implement a 
structured Drug and Alcohol Abuse program for the Students in the 
Fittsfield Schools. 


It is important to remembery that wey the members af the 
Pittsfield Folice Department are here to serve and protect youy 
the citizens of Pittsfield.

Turing the first part of the winter of 1988, the highway 
department was busy Keeping the roads plowed, sanded and salted 
and removing snow from iin front of the businesses and the 
elementary school buildings. Turing the spring we saw an average 
mud seasony that we were able to Keep ahead of with crush that 
had been stock-piled in the fall of 1987 specifically for this 
purpose. We then started culvert replacements, replacing 270’ of 
culverty grading the roads and cleaning the sidewalks and streets 
in time for Memorial Days Following that we did some ditching, 
graded the dirt rondsy put in a new catch basin system on Concord 
Hill Road and cleaned up the town streets for the 4th of Julyy 
Old Home T[lnay and the Balloon Rally. We also mowed the parks, 
commons, fire station, traffic islands, cemeteries and arens 
between curbing and sidewalks. [uring the fall we finished our 
fall grading after o 4 week lay up of the grader due to repnirs, 
We started a brush control project that is slated to take 
approximately 4 yenrs to complete. We are rent~-purchasing a 
chipper that is designed to chip brush to be used for mass 
burning in power plants. We are presently selling the chips to 
Timcoy with the proceeds going townrds payment of the chipper, 
We finished chipping on December 9, 1988, delivering 100.72 tons 
of chips to Timco, 


Throughout the yenr the highway department did a lot of 
their own equipment maintenance and repairs, which resulted in 
quite a savings to the town. The 1987 and 1988 Ford F800 trucks 
that are under rental-purchase agreements with Ford Motor Credit 
Co are working out very well. 


During November & December we had below average snowfall, 
ending up the year with over a $12,000.00 surplus in the highway 
department budget,

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SELECTMEN’S REFORT 
TOWN REVALUATION 


The revaluntion of the Town being conducted by Avitar 
Municipal Services is continuing on schedule. To date Avitar has 
completed all outside measurements of existing structures. These 
include residential, commercial, utilities and exempt properties. 
Approximately 50% of residences and commercial properties have 
had interior surveys completed. The second phase to complete 
interior inspection and obtain owners signatures will begin in 
early spring. 


As part of the revaluation process, an analysis of property 
sales has begun to establish basic land prices in Fittsfield. 
The dato of properties that have been measured and have had 
interior inspections are being entered into the Avitar data 
processing system. 


All questions that were rnised by Avitar pertaining to the 
revaluation as to ownership, map and lot status and acreage has 
been resolved by the Town administration and transmitted to 
Avitar to insure an accurate revaluation. 


WELFARE 


John Ii. Stapleton upon election to the Hoard of Selectmen 
resigned as Welfare Director. The Koard of Selectmen appointed 
Diane Burley as Welfare Director in April 1988. Mrs. Burley has 
reported that a total of $14,338.20 was expended for assistance 
and $6,143.68 was received in repayment and payments of property 
liens. Assistance was provided to 108 families and/or 
individuals and 261 client interviews were conducted. 


AMBULANCE SERVICE 


The Bonrd of Selectmen and Trustees of the Trust Funds 
worked diligently with the Board of Selectmen from Harnstead, 
Chichester and Epsom to continue the Center Harnstead Ambulance 
Services but a budget of $63,832.32 for Fittsfield necessitated 
looking for alternate services. 


Center HKarnstead Ambulance Service has served the community 
long and well, but when the service went from volunteer to a 
fully salaried staff, costs escnlated. 


A thorough analysis of operating and salary expenditures was 
made and it was evident that billing for services for those with 
insurance or the ability to pny was indicated. Center Barnstead 
Ambulance was not able to do aggressive billing to reduce costs. 


The Board then started evaluating other ambulance services, 
N»ReHe Tri-State Ambulance Service, which has been the back-up 
service when Center Barnstead Ambulance was not available, 
offered the Town a three year contract for $20,000 annunlly. 
The Selectmen negotiated with Tri-State to locate a fully staffed 
ambulance in Fittsfield at Village Chevrolet, Monday through 
Fridnyy, 7300 A.M. to Si00 F.M. They will also have ao wheelchair 
van service available for residents requesting transport to and 
from hospitals or doctors offices at a flat charge of $25.00 each 
WOys The service is considering hiring three qualified 
Fittsfield residents to add to their staff, Tri-State has 
additional ambulances available should the need arise. 


The Trustees have advised the Hoard that they will provide a 
$20,000 grant from the Sanderson Trust Fund for ambulance 
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service. The result will be that service will be provided at no 
cost to taxpayers for this contract. However, Tri-State will 
bill residents who have insurance and are capable of paying. No 
one will be refused service due to inability to pny. 


WASTEWATER 
Frogress was made in correcting neration problems at the 
Wastewater Trentment Flant to correct odor = and discharge 
problems. Roy F. Westony Inc+y an engineering firm completed a 


Study of the plant which indicated the planty although well 
maintained, had problems with the fine bubble neration system and 
an inflow and intrusion problem. The aeration system has not 
performed to original expectations and other N.H. plants have had 
Similar problems with the system. With special approval of the 
Budget Committee and Department of Revenue Administration two 10- 
horsepower surface aerators were purchased and installed in the 
#1 lagoon to help nerate the lagoon and reduce the odor this past 
SUMMeT. A substantial reduction in installation costs was 
realized as the Highway Department assisted with the flonting of 
the aerators and C. Hipkiss, Flant Superintendenty and A. 
Robinson did the wiring and mooring of the units. Later, heater 
"artic packs" were also installed by the Wastewater Treatment 
Flant Crew further reducing installation costs. The total 
expenditure of the installation of $15,575.00, 


The Wastewater Treatment Plant crew also installed a new 
above ground sodium hypochlorite storage system to replace a 
failed in-ground system. The Highway Department assisted with 
the removal of the old in-ground tanks. 


Further funding is required to continue the repair and 
retrofit of the neration system to insure compliance with the 
permitted discharge and eventual lifting of the sewer hookup 
moratorium, 


The Bonrd of Selectmen appealed to the Tepartment 9 of 
Environmental Services for a grant to fund necessary repairs, but 
the request was not granted. 


Smoke testing of the sewer system will begin in the spring 
to identify areas where water inflow and intrusion is occurring 
in the system. The Wastewater Treatment Flant is ‘’overlonded’ 
during wet periods due to the inflow and intrusion of run-off 
water into the sewer system. Roof drains, sump pumps and leaks 
in the sewer pipes are suspected cnuses of the inflow and 
intrusion problems, 


The Board of Selectmen mandated that Suncook Leathers reduce 
it solids discharge to limits recommended by Supt. C. Hipkiss. 
These limits reduce the londing an the trenotment plant allowing 
proper treatment of effluent. Flant Superintendent C. Hipkiss 
conducts regular tests of the Suncook Lenthers’ discharge to 
insure compliance, 


Uniess the Town continues to show progress in correcting the 
plant’s problems, fines may be assessed by the Tepartment of 
Environmental Services. 


DATA FROCESSING 


The administrative and Town Clerk/Tax Collector’s offices 
have been diligently phasing in all the necessary computer 
programs to fully automate billing, accounting and bookkeeping. 
S- Johnson and E. Hast have spent numerous hours assimilating the 
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new system and converting procedures from manual to the automated 
system, The programs prepared by Business Management System of 
Franconia are designed specifically for municipal services.

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 


The Board would like to acknowledge the fine work begin done 
by the Highway Department. Special efforts are made to maintain, 
repair equipment and control repair costs. Programs have been 
initiated to dnalyze engine waste oil to insure proper 
preventative maintenance procedures and equipment is clean and 
well maintained regardless of age. The NeH. Municipal Trust - 
Loss Prevention [lepartment has again complimented the Department 
for safe and clenn work areas. 


The Highway Department completed paving projects on Leavitt 
Road from Route 28 to Loudon Roads River Road from Lyford Hill to 
Bridge Street} Fage Streets 2,600 ft. of Tilton Hill Road; Watson 
Street from River Road to Lyford Hill and Crescent Street from 
Lyford Hill to Loudon Road. Planned paving of Concord Hill Road 
had to be canceled due to the repair of water lines in progress. 
A&A total of $69,161 was spent on paving. 


The Road Agent also prepared a comprehensive study of all 
the roads estimating costs for a five year road paving and 
reclamation project. This study will be used for future 
planning. 


Faving projects for 1989 will not be formalized until 
meetings with public utilities so as to prevent paving on streets 
scheduled for excavation projects. The Hoard of Selectmen 
approved an ordinance regulating street excavations to reduce 
costs to the Town resulting in excavation of Town streets. 


The Highway [Tepartment has also instituted a chipping 
project which has not only widened the roads and helped with snow 
removal but also produced income with the sale of the chips. 


Folice Chief John Charron who assumed his duties on March 14 
1988 has worked diligently to staff his department with certified 
well trained officers. Chief Charron is a qualified firearms 
instructor who qualified all his officers in the proper firearms. 
He has initiated various departmental training programs and has 
reported substantial increases in department activities involving 
arrests, criminal and accident reports. 


Chief Charron also has established a Standard Operating 
Frocedures manual which is updated as necessnry to provide 
standards of operation for Folice personnel, 


ALUMINISTRATION 


Administrative support has increased to assist the various 
Boards and Committees, but more assistance is required. The Town 
Administrator versed in conducting hearings, arbitration and 
contract preparation and negotiations provides administrative 
assistance to the Sewer Committee, Housing Standards Agency, 
Flanning and Zoning Boards and Board of Selectmen in preparing 
for necessary Public Hearings, court actions and contract 
negotiations. More administrative support and assistance will be 
provided to assist these committee members who contribute so much 
of their time and talent for town business. 


Many hours were spent by the Town Administrator and 
Department Heads reviewing all aspects of the budget preparation 
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to present essential and responsible budgets to the Koard = af 


Selectmen. etailed line-by-line analysis of expenditures and 
budgeted requests were reviewed by the Board and Budget 


Committee. 


The Town Administrator coanducts a meeting with Odd 
[lepartment Heads (firey highway, police and wastewaters every 
Monday morning to review work in progress, status of equipment, 
budget expenditures, budget reviews, personnel matters and any 
unusual or legal problems, These meetings allow the Tawn 
Administrator to give the Bonrd of Selectmen oa comprehensive 
report each Wednesday af the business activities of the Town. Tn 
additiony each Department Head presents o monthly report directly 
to the Board of Selectmen on their activities and any prohlems 
that may have been encountered. 


SUMMAT TON 


The Koard faces several projects this year which will 
require intense study and lengthy examination, The potential of 
axchanging the Berry Fark land for the Memoriol and Grammar 
School parcels will require engineering studies and andepth 
analysis in determining whether either facility can ne 
economically renovated toi house the town officesy police and 
court facilities. 


Fending completion of the Bridge Street bridge engineering 
Studyy a decision will have to be made ne ta whether the bridge 
should be repaired or replaced aor permanently discontinued. The 
State has estimated replacement cost in excess of $800,000 with 
the town’s share $255,000. However it would take four to five 
years or more to actually obtain State funding. 


The problem of solid waste disposal is being addressed and 
alternate solutions sought. The Board is exploring all avenues 
to help resolve the mounting costs of solid waste disposal and 
restrictions imposed by the State. There are no easy solutionss 
however, one thing is certoiny a solution is required. The Town 
landfill was ordered closed by the States the town stump dump had 
to be closed because it exceeded the permitted limits. It will 
take lengthy and conscientious efforts to solve these problems. 


Input from residents is important in helping the Board = to 
make decisions in the best interest of the ma jority. The Board 
meets every week and residents con make appointments for any 
meeting or write in your recommendations for consideration at oa 
meeting.
